Julian steals the hearts of a 
Bridgend honeymoon couple! 


A COUPLE from Bridgend 
who went on a honeymoon 
to Mauritius ended up with 
more than they bargained for 
by getting a dog! 

Anna and James Tuck headed for 
the island in the Indian Ocean with 
the idea of enjoying a relaxing break 
amid the idyllic scenery, only for 
a stray and undernourished dog to 
steal their hearts. They named him 
‘Julian’ - the only French name they 
could agree on. 

Anna explained: “We first saw 
him wandering in the evening on the 
beach near our hotel and made a big 
fuss of him. He followed us back to 
our room and then fell asleep on our 
porch. We woke up the next morning 
to find him still there. 

“Over the next few days we grew 
much closer to him. He seemed very 
happy considering he was undernour¬ 
ished, skinny and had lots of wounds 
and scars.” The couple are big dog 
lovers and didn’t want him to be 
suffering any discomfort. 

Anna said: “We took the ticks out 
of him and applied Sudocrem to his 
wounds with cotton buds. We also 
gave him food and water from the 
local supermarket. He would sleep on 
our balcony in a basic bed we made 
for him every night and we played 
with him in the daytime. 


“His wounds were starting to heal 
nicely and he started to gain a little 
more weight.” 

The extent to which Julian had 
become attached to them was illus¬ 
trated one day when they headed off 
to the local taxi rank for a day trip. 
Anna said: “As we left, he chased 
us down the road, narrowly missing 
on-coming traffic. He then faded into 
the background. 

“We were worried about him and 
hoped that he would find his way 
back to the hotel, avoiding the cars 
and buses. When we returned that 
night thankfully he was fast asleep in 
the comer of our porch on his made 
up bed.” That was the moment the 
couple decided they wanted to bring 
him back to a loving home in the UK. 

Anna said: “The next morning 
we spoke with the hotel and he was 
collected by Hanna of PAWS the fol¬ 
lowing day.” The charity looked after 
him in quarantine until transportation 
to the UK could be arranged.

W HEN 
putting 
together 
my regular update 
of This Week In 
Parliament (TWIP) 
which gives con¬ 
stituents details of 
the issues debated 
in the Commons, 
it’s usually a case 
of what do I miss 
out, there are so 
many excellent 
contributions to the 
debates. 

This cannot be said of 
this week. 

Local elections are 
taking place in England 
so apart from the Welsh, 
Scottish and Northern 
Irish benehes there 
have been many gaps 
and so far, no votes. 
{GEM note: This column 
arrived last week, before 
the local election results 
were announced). 

I’ve not been into the 
Chamber except to listen 
to the maiden speech of 
Ruth Jones, the new MP 
for Newport West. So, 
what do MPs do if they 


are not in the Chamber? 

For me, it has been 
a hectie week, full of 
important meetings and 
discussions. A meeting 
with NATS started the 
week. This is the UK Air 
Traffic Control organi¬ 
sation which covers 14 
airports and ensures 2.4 
million flights a year 
move safely in, out and 
around the UK, keeping 
250 million passengers a 
year safe. 

They also must moni¬ 
tor RAF and emergeney 
service flights. 

The meeting was to 
outline the new Aireon 
system whieh will give 
air traffic controllers real 
time information about 
planes’ movement and 
arrival times in the UK. 

Until now NATS 
didn’t have live time 
view of flight arrivals. 
The plane’s movement 
we watch on TV screens 
in the plane have not 
been available to the 
NATS operators in 70 
per eent of the globe. 

The new system will 
operate in the North 
Atlantie initially and 
reduee flight risks by 76

Anne said: “Whether you’re join¬ 
ing in, listening or making your own 
music it is something we can all enjoy 
as equals, whether you have sight or 
not. 

“I’m really looking forward to the 
workshop because it will be a great 
chance for people who are blind or 
partially sighted to get together and 
share in their enjoyment of music. 

“I hope this day will give people 
a greater appreciation of the power 
of music, and its ability to help us 


through the best and worst of times.” 

Anyone with sight loss, including 
family and friends, is welcome to 
attend the free event. 

“They will have a chance to watch 
performances by blind and partially 
sighted musicians, hear from the 
RNIB music service about their work 
and enjoy an afternoon tea. 

RNIB Cymru’s Connect facilitator 
Eleanor Rothwell said: “Music brings 
people together. We know that people 
with sight loss can often feel isolated 
or lonely. This is why our music 
day is going to give people a chance 
to connect with others who are in a 
similar situation and most importantly 
enjoy some great music.” 

The event is being held as part of 
Age UK’s Gwanwyn Festival, being 
held across Wales in May to celebrate 
creativity in older age.

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BCBC playing catch up on checking 
the condition of its buildings estate 


A MANAGER at Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) who was hired 
to remodel the local authority’s estate has 
revealed the “shockingly” low number of 
compliance certificates it had in place. 

Over the last 18 months, BCBC has been working 
with Peopletoo, a eonsultancy firm, to eentralise all 
its property-related functions under one team, called 
the corporate landlord. 

Before then, responsibility for the council’s estate 
was spread over three directorates and numerous 
service areas. 

At a scrutiny committee meeting on Monday, 
April 29, the temporary head of the team, Tim 
Washington, told councillors there were “swathes 
of buildings” with no previous inspection history. 

He said: “Back in September 2017, we looked at 
how compliant we were as an authority. 

“We could lay our hands on 33 compliance 
certificates, which was pretty shocking in itself. 


Council could 
house bees to help 
environment 


BEEHIVES could 
be placed on top of 
council and other 
public buildings 
in Bridgend if one 
councillor’s sug¬ 
gestion of helping 
the environment is 
taken up. 

Cllr Carolyn Webster 
asked if the local author¬ 
ity had looked at beehives 
as part of its commitment 
to the environment dur¬ 
ing a meeting about the 
management of council 
assets. 

During the past 
18 months, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has been paying 
the consultancy firm 
Peopletoo to help it 
centralise all of its prop¬ 
erty-related functions 
under one team, called 
the corporate landlord. 

Until recently, respon¬ 
sibility for the council’s 
estate was spread over 
three directorates and 
numerous service areas. 

The local authority 
has almost 1,000 physi¬ 
cal assets, including car 
parks, areas of land, bus 
shelters and more than 


400 buildings such as 
care homes, schools and 
industrial units. 

Responding to Cllr 
Webster’s question about 
beehives, the council’s 
temporary head of 
corporate landlord Tim 
Washington said: “I 
have to say, and this is 
a fearsome admission, 
the corporate landlord 
team have not looked at 
bees or beehives. But for 
me. I’ve got beehives at 
home, and I absolutely 
get the importance of 
them. Certainly for 
schools in particular, we 
are as supportive as we 
can be of any initiatives 
that they might bring 
forward.” 

He added: “In terms of 
investment for beehives 
and infrastructure-type 
projects that impact on 
the environment, they 
are generally not that 
expensive, we would 
absolutely fundamentally 
support that.”

“But that’s because of the disparate nature of 
the properties being owned and controlled by very 
different groups and service areas, whose primary 
focus was not on whether the building was compli¬ 
ant but (for example) on whether the football pitch 
had been marked out. 

“Since then we have generated 2,800 certificates.” 

The certifications cover areas such as asbestos 
surveys, five-yearly fixed wiring checks, portable 
appliance testing and water temperature checks for 
boilers. 

Mr Washington said the council now knew where 
all its assets were and what they were used for, add¬ 
ing it also had a new compliance process in place. 

“Within the system, we’ve gone from six per cent 
compliance when we started to 43 per cent and our 
target this year is 100 per cent,” he said. 

He added: “That doesn’t mean 57 per cent of our 
buildings are not compliant, or they’re unsafe, it’s 
that we don’t necessarily have all of the necessary 
documentation in that single version of the truth, 
that’s what we’re working on right now. 

“Even if we can’t find a previous record, and 
we’ve got swathes of buildings where we’ve got 
no previous inspection history, we will have new 
inspections completed within the next 12 months 
and that’s why I’m confident we will get to the 100 
per cent.” 

The team has recruited two compliance officers 
with specialisms in fire risk, legionella, and asbestos. 

Mr Washington said: “They are visiting every 
council property and doing full compliance audits 
and condition checks. 

“We have a corporate landlord health and safety 
compliance board that meets monthly and if issues 
need to be escalated, they will go right up to the 
council’s corporate management board.” 

Officers said while 43 per cent compliance didn’t 
sound much it was in fact “far better” than many 
other councils had. 


AM seeks views on 
giving prisoners 
the right to vote 


ASSEMBLY mem¬ 
ber Suzy Davies 
has been surveying 
residents in her 
region to seek their 
response to an indic¬ 
ative Assembly vote 
in favour of offering 
votes to prisoners. 

Welsh Conservative 
Mrs Davies said that 
people living throughout 
South Wales West had 
been in touch to express 
their opposition to the 
intention expressed by 
Welsh Labour, Plaid 
Cymru and Liberal 
Democrat AMs. 

Mrs Davies said: “The 
Welsh Conservatives are 
leading the opposition 
to this extraordinary 
suggestion which could 
see inmates in Welsh 
prisons, including con¬ 
victed murderers, rapists, 
paedophiles and fraud¬ 
sters permitted to vote 
in Assembly and Local 
Government elections. 
Some of these individu¬ 
als will have committed 
violent or controlling 
offences against mem¬ 
bers of their own family. 

“I take the view that 
if an individual has 
interfered with anoth¬ 
er’s rights to the extent 
that warrants a prison 
sentence, then they must 
expect a suspension of 
their right to vote as well 
as their right to liberty in 
response. 

“I know that the peo¬ 
ple of Wales, including 


many Labour voters, 
will be disgusted by 
this approval for pris¬ 
oners’ votes and I hope 
they will contact their 
preferred party and 
object. Otherwise, the 
idea will continue to 
command an Assembly 
majority despite Welsh 
Conservative opposition 
and despite the fact that 
none of these parties 
even mentioned this in 
their manifestos. 

“My constituents were 
not able to consider this 
when voting and express 
their views. I challenge. 
Labour, Plaid Cymru and 
the Lib Dems to include 
this in their manifestos 
for the next election so 
that the people of Wales 
have the chance to make 
their views known. 

“In the meantime, I 
need a clear picture of 
how my constituents feel 
about this so that I can 
vehemently challenge 
Welsh Government 
should their progress this 
through to legislation. 

“All opinion polls 
show that the majority 
of voters are opposed to 
this idea. The three party 
leaders should make it 
plain that they will not 
impose their views on the 
people of Wales if it’s 
clear that they disagree 
with them.” 


Mr Washington said: “Some areas do remain a 
challenge. 

“If we look at pavilions and community centres, 
the ownership of those buildings has been pretty 
mixed and so is the way they’ve been looked after 
and maintained. 

“It’s about how we gain access to those and make 
sure they are compliant.” 

BCBC has recently extended its contract with 
Peopletoo, by a further 18 months at a cost of 
between £300,000 to £350,000. 

A recent cabinet report states that in working with 
the consultancy, the council has made annual sav¬ 
ings of £500,000 and is due to make an additional 
£600,000 saving over the next year. 

Head of operations for community services, Zak 
Shell, told councillors the local authority needed the 
expertise and guidance from the consultancy. 

He said: “If we felt we had the resources to do 
this ourselves, we obviously wouldn’t have brought 
them in. We absolutely needed that expertise and 
support to make this happen so quickly. 

“The benefits affer Peopletoo have gone will be 
here to stay, we will have those financial savings on 
a rolling year-affer-year basis.” 

He added: “We will also get an awful lot of 
reassurance from the model being implemented 
around compliance on our assets. 

“We’ve had a high deal of ignorance of problems 
within our asset stock that we just frankly weren’t 
aware of previously, whereas now we are doing 
the compliance tests, doing the condition surveys 
and identifying what works are needed with our 
properties.”

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Opposition to new community 
recycling centre in Village Farm 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has announced that a new com¬ 
munity recycling centre on the Village 
Farm Industrial Estate in Pyle is planned 
to be a direct replacement for the existing 
facility at Tythegston. 

Council officers said the proposed modem facility 
is a fundamental part of the local authority achieving 
Welsh Government targets for household waste. It 
will be operated by Kier as part of the eompany’s 
waste contract with BCBC. 

Under the proposals put forward by BCBC, resi¬ 
dents will access the site via Sturmi Way and leave 
via Heol Mostyn, using a one-way system. 

Meanwhile, operators and HGVs will access the 
site off Heol Mostyn to the south of a retained office 
building on the vacant site. 

However, a number of businesses on the estate 


are objecting to the development. They said it is 
“already impossible” to get off the estate at peak 
times, that the development will have an adverse 
impact on their businesses and it will increase the 
risk of accidents and road rage on the estate. 

They also fear there will be an increase in vermin, 
odours and air pollution. 

Ward councillor Mike Keam, who requested that 
the applieation should come before the development 
and control committee, said his constituents had 
questioned whether the access road was suitable for 
queuing traffie and raised safety concerns over the 
nearby entrance of Cynffig Comprehensive School 
and a nursery. 

In a report going before councillors, he said: “I 
must express coneem about the additional traffic 
that will be using the A48 entrance to the trading 
estate. This is already a serious congestion point, 
which creates traffic queues back from and onto the 


roundabout at key points of the working day. 

“There are no traffic lights or pedestrian crossing 
points to safeguard pedestrians and drivers.” 

Pyle Community Council said it objected to the 
increased number of vehicles having to negotiate 
the junction at the entrance into the estate, pointing 
out it has been the scene of fatal aecidents and the 
increased traffic could lead to more. 

Officers said there will be work done to improve 
the junction to increase capacity and the site will 
be managed to ensure that there will not be any 
detrimental impacts from pollution. 

They are recommending the plans be approved, 
subject to conditions and the BCBC development 
eontrol committee meets on Thursday, May 9.

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Just how well- 
trained are our 
school governors? 


CONCERNS have been raised 
over the training of school 
governors in Bridgend after 
issues were highlighted during 
the scrutiny of a ‘red’ status 
primary school. 

Bridgend county councillors who 
took part in the panel reviewing the 
school’s performance have requested 
that governor training across the 
county be reviewed and improved to 
make it more effective and fit for 
purpose. 

Some believe a job description 
should be provided when schools 
advertise for parent governors, to 
ensure that the right people apply for 
the position and understand what is 
expected of them. 

At a council meeting on April 29, 
Cllr Amanda Williams, who sat on the 
member and school engagement panel, 
said one of the issues had involved 
training being cancelled because there 
were not enough governors going on it. 
Another problem involved a shortage 
of school governors. 

She said: “There’s a total of 41 
Local Education Authority (LEA) gov¬ 
ernor vacancies at the moment in the 
county. How are we going to promote 
that and fill these vacancies? 

“We need to fill them.” 

She suggested providing more 
information about the role, detailing 
when meetings take place and what 
is involved. Cllr Roz Stirman said the 
basic mandatory training to become a 
governor didn’t cover everything. 

She said: “It just pushes you in the 
right direction, and if you haven’t got 
the frame of mind to be pushed, you’re 
not going to know what you need to 
be asking and what you should be 
looking at. 

“Governor training needs scrutiny 
because it’s a hotchpotch - we need to 
have it clearly defined for people who 
wish to take on the role so they know 
what is involved, what they need to 
be able to offer and what they will be 
trained in.” 

Cllr Carolyn Webster suggested 


inviting some school governors into 
a scrutiny committee to find out what 
areas were being missed in the train¬ 
ing. The issues were raised in a report 
focusing on Plasnewydd Primary 
School in Maesteg. 

Councillors said the headteacher had 
experienced difficulties in recruiting 
parent governors from the local com¬ 
munity with persistent vacancies and, 
while governors were now “heavily 
involved” in the school, it still had 
ongoing vacancies for both parent gov¬ 
ernors and local authority governors. 

Due to its ‘red’ status under the 
national schools categorisation system, 
the school has received an immediate, 
tailored package of intervention. Part 
of that has involved training through 
a consultant governor and support to 
develop a governor pack. 

In its recommendations, councillors 
sitting on the panel recommended the 
governor pack be shared across other 
schools in the county to help school 
governing bodies. 

The panel has also recommended 
that school governors should consider 
visiting and attending school governor 
meetings in other schools to view best 
practice and gain ideas which could be 
used within their own school. 

A governor’s role is to help lead, 
support and improve schools, acting as 
a link between parents, the local com¬ 
munity and the school. In Bridgend, 
new governors must attend two man¬ 
datory training courses covering the 
main responsibilities of a governor and 
understanding the data used in schools. 

During the overview and scrutiny 
committee meeting on April 29, chair¬ 
man Carolyn Webster said: “We make 
a genuine plea for members of the 
public to come forward to the local 
authority to be able to sit as an LEA 
governor on schools and play an active 
part in the community.”

‘Pencoed is extra cycle-friendly’,

PENCOED is fast 
becoming one of 
the most cycling- 
friendly towns in 
Wales, a spokesper¬ 
son for Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has claimed. 

The town now has 
more than three miles 
worth of designated 
traffic-free cycle routes, 
on-road cycle routes and 
paths for cutting through 
housing estates. 

The town even has 
a special ‘glow in the 
dark’ path through the 
Woodlands playing 
fields which emits a gen¬ 
tle glow to guide cyclists 
and walkers during the 
winter months. 

To help raise aware¬ 
ness of all the routes, 
a new ‘Active Travel’ 
map has been produced 
by BCBC and Sustrans, 
in partnership with 
Pencoed Town Council. 

The maps are being 
given out to pupils at 
Pencoed Comprehensive 
School and all of its 
feeder primary schools, 
and copies will also 
be made available for 
residents via the town 
council.

The completion of the 
missing link means that 
there is a traffic-free 
route running all the way 
from Coychurch to the 
school gates at Pencoed 
Comprehensive School. 

Council Leader Cllr 
Huw David said: “We 
are very grateful to the 
Welsh Government for 
their continuing financial

Cardiff Airport 
reaches 1.6 
million mark 


OVER the 12 
months from May 
1, 2018, to April 30, 
2019, more than 1.6 
million passengers 
have flown through 
Cardiff Airport, 
reflecting an 
increase of seven 
per cent on the pre¬ 
vious year, making 
it the busiest year 
since 2009. 

Passenger growth 
for the month of April 
was up 20 per cent 
versus the same month 
last year, with Cardiff 
Airport welcoming 
a total of 126,399. 
Passenger numbers at 
Cardiff Airport have 
grown by over 60 per 
cent since the Welsh 
Government purchased 
the airport in 2013. 

An airport spokes¬ 
person said that growth 
in April was due to a 
number of factors: 

• Low-cost carrier 
Ryanair added new ser¬ 
vices to Barcelona and 
Malta, complementing 
its existing flights to 
Faro and Tenerife. The 
airline will also launch 


flights to Malaga in 
June. 

• Thomas Cook added 
a larger A321 aircraft

• Qatar Airways 
operated its first April 
service at Cardiff, as

The airline has also 
launched new routes to 
Naples, Dubrovnik and 
Hurghada for summer 
2019.

Drinking fountains 
to be installed 
across the Vale 


OVER the upcom¬ 
ing weeks.

A council spokes¬ 
person said: “The free 
bottle filling stations will 
provide both an environ¬ 
mentally and economi¬ 
cally friendly alternative 
to buying bottled water. 

“It also comes as part 
of the council’s improve¬ 
ments to outdoor spaces. 
Many of the areas have 
recently been upgraded, 
with some offering 
outdoor sports, gym 
and play facilities. The 
council hopes that the 
fountains will bring the 
spaces together, while 
also encouraging visitors 
to stay hydrated during 
their activities.” 

A total of 14 units will 
be installed, either alone 
or in pairs on the follow¬ 
ing sites: 

Barry: Central Park, 
Knap Gardens, Romilly 
Park, Upper Gladstone 
Gardens, Barry Island 
Promenade.

Theron’s Long Shot hits the target 


influential women in the 
world. 

As she prepares to 
make a run for the 
Presidency, Charlotte 
hires Fred as her 
speechwriter and sparks 
fly between the two - 
but can their two worlds 
co-exist? 

A romantic comedy 
is a difficult thing to 
get right; after all, not 
only are there so many 
out there, but also we’re 
well aware of the rules 
of the genre, which 
often makes the journey 
to the end credits some¬ 
thing pretty predictable. 

While Long Shot 
doesn’t rip up the rule 
book, it does do enough 
to make for an uproar¬ 
iously funny and sweet 
offering, one that gains 
no end of goodwill 
thanks to the smarts of 
the performances and 
the writing. 

It helps that the set 
up isn’t a familiar one, 
and it also allows the 
cast to play their roles 
perfectly. Seth Rogen 
is a natural comedian, 
a warm presence on 
which to anchor your 
film, and while his 
character doesn’t wildly 
diverge from the type of 
roles he’s played before 
in films of this ilk, he 
has enough winning 
charm to make him 
hugely likeable. 

Charlize Theron 
may not be noted for 
comedy, but has worked 
with some top comedy 
directors and has yet 
to disgrace herself 
(we’ll gloss over Seth 


McFarlane’s A Million 
Ways To Die In The 
West), and while she 
has the straight role 
here, seeing her cut 
loose and share a great 
chemistry with Rogen 
makes the film all the 
more satisfying. 

The pair’s journey 
from old friends rekin¬ 
dling an association to 
love may carry some 
well-worn tropes, but 
the situations they find 
themselves in and the 
way they are presented 
means you won’t be left 
feeling overly familiar, 
Dan Sterling and Liz 
Hannah’s script making 
sure of that. 

There’s a robust 
backbone to the love 
plot which sees the 
impact of global media 
on politics and our 
perceptions of those in 
the public eye that beef 
up moments where the 
comedy naturally sags. 
It’s more Veep than The 
American President in 
tone (and I mean that 
as a compliment to 
both), but it balances 
the laughs with a some 
slightly more serious 
moments that speak to 
the modem world. 

Jonathan Levine’s 
filmography has been 
somewhat stop-start, 
every The Wackness 
leavened by a Snatched, 
but he shows confidence 
here that highlights 
how good he can be. 
Having worked with 
Rogen twice before (in 
cancer dramedy 50/50 
and 20X5'?, The Night 
Before), it’s clear that

the pair share an easy 
chemistry, but Levine’s 
strength is drawing 
strong turns not just 
from the central pair 
but also the likes of 
June Diane Raphael’s 
flinty assistant, O’Shea 
Jackson, as Fred’s 
best friend and Bob 
Odenkirk, as the incum¬ 
bent President who 
wants to make the leap 
into movies. 

The film does a stum¬ 
ble (as the majority of 
these films do) around 
the two-thirds stage, as 
plot contrivance means 
the laughs are swapped 


for emotion before the 
big climax, while the 
ending feels a little 
wrapped in a bow and 
doesn’t quite have the 
same realism that the 
film has striven for from 
the get-go. 

That said, given a 
laugh count that you 
don’t normally find in 
a rom-com and some 
charming and hilarious 
performances from 
the cast. Long Shot 
hits the target in a film 
that is well worth your 
attention.

Barry power station 
set to be demolished 


A POWER station in the 
Vale is a step closer to being 
demolished after more than 
two decades in operation. 

Barry Power Station stopped 
running on March 31 after its 
owner Centrica failed to secure a 
new contract to continue supply¬ 
ing electricity, which would have 
allowed the site to keep operating. 

Centrica has now told the Vale 
Council it intends to demolish 
much of the site in Sully Moors 
Road, Sully including the 60m 
high stack, above ground installa¬ 
tions, turbine hall, administration 
block, water treatment tank and 
oil tanks. 

The 230MW gas fired power 


station had been running since 
September 1998 and up until its 
closure, had been supplying the 
National Grid when required on a 
short term contract. 

After failing to secure another 
contract for the site, Centrica 
deemed Barry Power Station no 
longer commercially viable. 

Barry Power Station had 
launched a consultation with staff 
on the planned closure last year 
and 19 jobs were put at risk. 

In a statement to the council, 
the company said: “Centrica has 
worked extensively to explore 
options to retain the power plant as 
a part of the Centrica Power Plant 
portfolio. However, competition 


with newer, more efficient and 
flexible assets, has meant that the 
site has unfortunately reached the 
end of its viable life and Centrica 
have not managed to find an oper¬ 
ational, or commercially viable, 
solution to retain this asset. 

“Centrica ceased operations 
at the site on March 31, when 
all commercial obligations con¬ 
cluded; and are proposing to 
undertake demolition work to 
return the site to an appropriate 
condition.” 

Demolition works are expected 
to start by the summer and last for 
up to eight months.

A NEW leader of the Vale 
Council could be appointed on 
May 20, it has been announced. 

Council leader John Thomas 
was deposed as leader of the Vale 
Conservatives by Cllr Vineent Bailey 
following a party annual general meet¬ 
ing this week. 

Cllr Thomas, who has already said 
he will step down, told a full eouneil 
meeting on May 1 that he intends to 
stay on as leader until the new one has 
been appointed - whieh may be at the 
eouneiTs annual general meeting on 
May 20. 

The outgoing leader said he was 
“disappointed” he did not have the 
support of the Conservative group but 
that he had led the group to the best of 
his ability. 

He said it had “not been easy” to 
proteet eouneil serviees amid cuts to 
local government funding. 

Delivering what promises to be his

final speech as leader to full eouneil, 
Cllr Thomas said he “did not take up 
the position of leader to be popular or 
further my own political ambitions” 
but instead to ensure Vale residents get 
the “best possible serviees”. 

“It would be easy to make deeisions 
based on what the voeal minority may 
say in order seeure votes in the next 
election. But what we must remember 
is many more vulnerable members of 
our soeiety who rely on our serviees 
more than most do not have a voiee, 
and probably many of them do not use 
their vote.” 

Clh Thomas thanked eouneillors of 
all parties for “putting the residents of 
the Vale of Glamorgan first.” 

The leaders of Labour, Plaid Cymru 
and Llantwit First thanked Cllr Thomas 
for his work as leader and deseribed 
him as “eo-operative”.

Why Journalism matters’ 
in a world where fake 
news and misinformation 
needs to be reined in...

ONCE again this 
year, The GEM 
is proud to take 
part in a week 
that highlights the 
contribution made 
to society by local 
newspapers. 

Readers with good 
memories will probably 
remember ‘Loeal 
Newspaper Week’ but 
this year, the News 
Media Assoeiation 
(NMA) has announeed 
that the annual event 
will now be known as 
‘Journalism Matters’ - 
to highlight the role that 
loeal newspapers ean 
play in an inereasingly 
fragmented news 
agenda. 

‘Journalism matters’ 
will take plaee between 
May 13 and May 19, 
and will inelude the 
Soeiety of Editors 
Regional Press Awards, 
at whieh the annual 
‘Making a Differenee’ 
award for the best loeal 
newspaper eampaign, as 
voted for by the publie, 
will be announeed. 

NMA ehairman David 
Dinsmore, News UK 
ehief operating offieer, 
said: “The role of news 
media holding power 
to aeeount is more 
important now than it 
ever has been. 

“The new Journalism 
Matters eampaign will 
boldly and unashamedly 
ehampion journalism as 
a foree for good in our 
soeiety.” 

NMA viee ehairman 
Henry Faure Walker, 
Newsquest ehief 
exeeutive, added: “Loeal 
media is the most 
tmsted souree for loeal 
news and information; 
more than three times 
more trusted than soeial 
media. 

“As a seetor, we must 
eontinue to remind all 
our audienees of the 


essential role loeal 
news brands play in 
eommunities the length 
and breadth of the UK, 
and Journalism Matters 
will provide us with a 
strong platform to do 
just that.” 

So, where does the 
elaim that loeal media 
is more tmsted eome 
from? 

Last year, Yougov 
earried out a survey 
where it was revealed 
that 74 per eent of 
respondents said they 
tmst the news and infor¬ 
mation in their loeal 
newspaper, whether 
online or in print. 

Loeal eommereial 
TV and radio stations 
were only fraetionally 
behind, with a tmst 
level of 73 per eent, 
while information from 
seareh engines and other 
websites is tmsted by 43 
per eent and 39 per eent 
of people respeetively. 

Soeial media eame 
bottom in the poll with 
just 22 per eent of the 
2,131 UK adults sur¬ 
veyed online agreeing 
they tmsted the news 
and information they 
see on sites sueh as 
Faeebook and Twitter. 

Of eourse, the 
existenee of fake news 
is no surprise. Everyone 
knows about it and 
everyone looks out for 
it - don’t they? 

Well, perhaps they 
do, but the danger is 
when that ‘fake news’ 
happens to reinforee 
what the reader believed 
already. 

Gradually, readers 
find that more and more 
news that eomforts 
and reassures their 
established outlook finds 
its way to their soeial 
media. 

Cmeially, less and 
less arrives that ehal- 
lenges their world view 
and ‘filter bubbles’ - as 


they are now known - 
are ereated. 

Over the last five 
years, the ereation of 
these filter bubbles has 
led to bigger and bigger 
divisions in soeiety. 

Putting it simply, a 
soeial media news fan 
will say: “Tow are in a 
filter bubble, whereas I 
happen to have well-in¬ 
formed friends.” 

We live in a world 
where fake news travels 
around the world in a 
few minutes. 

Worse still, when 
that news, over the 
eourse of a few days, 
is revealed to be fake, 
it doesn’t disappear for 
good. Instead, it will 
often lie low for months 
until a new soeial media 
reader eomes aeross it, 
likes what he/she sees, 
and shares it around the 
world all over again. 

What ean loeal jour¬ 
nalism do to eounteraet 
the the soeial media 
behemoths? 

Well, the tmth is, not 
a massive amount on 
our own, but we ean aet 
as a filter - separating 
the opinions that eorre- 
spondents hold from the 
(sometimes ) dubious 


faets that they offer to 
support those opinions. 

It’s not easy, and we 
take a fair bit of flak for 
it, but we do our best. 

Loeal journalists, 
ineluding our eolleagues 
on the Loeal Demoeraey 
Reporting Serviee 
(LDRS) try to suppress 
their own opinions 
and offer instead a 
straightforward aeeount 
of what is happening in 
your area. 

Do you want to know 
what is going on at your 
eouneil? With loeal 
planning applieations? 
We will do our best 
to bring you the faets 
as simply as possible. 
Onee those faets are out 
there, then we weleome 
people’s reaetion to 
those faets - reaetions 
from politieians and 
eampaigners but, espe- 
eially from ‘ordinary’ 
people. 

We may not always 
sueeeed in doing this, 
but we try. 

We also try, in our 
old-fashioned way, to 
keep disagreements 
between eorrespondents 
eivil, without unpleasant 
personal insults. That’s 
getting to be diffieult 


these days too! 

Loeal journalism 
does something else for 
soeiety too, and this ean 
be under-rated. 

We eelebrate and 
report on the everyday 
aetivities that are the 


soeial glue of a deeent 
and earing soeiety. 

WI reports, ramblers’ 
groups, sports reports, 
loeal history, loeal 
fauna and flora, ehoirs, 
groups that work to help 
others less fortunate, 
volunteers who keep 
so many things that we 
value in soeiety tieking 
over - we are happy to 
report on them all. 

In a world where the 
news is often bad and 
getting worse, where 
ehaos and eonfusion and 
natural disasters happen 
every day - not elose 
to you but somewhere, 
loeal newspapers ean 
remind people that the 
world isn’t neeessarily 
going to hell in a hand 
eart. 

There are still many 
good people out there 
doing good things. 

And from our point of 
view, these reports tend 
to have very little fake 
news in them!

Knights celebrating 
25 years in Barry 


AFTER losing 
more than 13 stone, 
Martin Woodsford 
of Penarth says that 
for the first time 
he is “living the 
dream’ and has a 
happy relationship 
and is loving his 
new career, helping 
others change their 
lives for the better 
too. 

At his heaviest, Martin 
weighed over 27 stone 
when he was bingeing 
on take-aways and junk 
food and up to 10 choco¬ 
late bars a day. 

He now weighs just 
over 14 stone, and is 
helping others lose 
weight and inspiring oth¬ 
ers with almost 40,000 
followers on Instagram. 

Admitting to himself 
that he had a problem 
wasn’t easy for Martin, 
who suffered years of 
abuse as a child and later 
anorexia, bulimia and 
depression. 

Martin, now 47, said: 
“Things were pretty 
grim, I lived in fear every 
day as a child and was 
taken into care at the age 
of 11. As a skinny child 
being withheld food, I 
grew up in care and was 
introduced to fatty foods 
that I’d never had before 
and I couldn’t get enough 


of them!” 

Before he was taken 
into care, he was beaten, 
kicked and even had 
cigarettes stubbed out on 
his skin. 

Martin was taken from 
his home in Newport 
where he wasn’t given 
much to eat and he was 
eventually put into a resi¬ 
dential school for abused 
children in Chepstow. It 
gave him a “lifeline of 
hope”. 

He said: “To have 
my clothes I wore on 
my back to be clean, to 
sleep in a normal bed 
with sheets and a duvet 
instead of a threadbare 
mattress on a concrete 
floor with a folded teddy 
as a pillow and an old 
coat as my only warmth 
in the winter months on 
my bed helped to build 
my confidence a little.” 

But Martin’s mental 
health started to suffer as 
he got older. 

“I knew I had to leave 
the school and would be 
facing the big bad world 
all alone with no family 
and no one to fall back 
on. 

“I felt stranded and 
tossed out on a limb with 
no love or support and 
it was around the same 
time that I developed 
bulimia. It was the one 
and only way I could 
control anything in my

life. 

“I felt I would never 
be able to have a rela¬ 
tionship and a family of 
my own.” 

Martin said his bulimia 
got so bad in his early 20s 
that he was eventually 
hospitalised after being 
below 9 stone. Martin is 
6 ’ 2 ’. 

He underwent counsel¬ 
ling and was prescribed 
medication. Later, in his 
30s, he developed an 
eating pattern of binge 
eating and dieting. 

Nothing worked until 
something happened 
which made it spiral out 
of control. 

“My ex-partner 
became pregnant in 2004 
with triplets. There were 
so many complications 
with the pregnancy, 
including my son having 
a grade three brain bleed 


and brain swelling. 

“It was rewarding 
because we had our 
beautiful babies but 
life-wrenching because 
you couldn’t enjoy all 
the special things new 
parents are supposed to 
enjoy,” he said. 

“I would have a full 
Indian take-away but 
would still eat stuff in 
my house - anything to 
binge on. I could eat 10 
chocolate bars a day and 
nothing seemed to make 
me feel any better.”

“I felt I would be 
judged, but I had to do 
it and be true to myself 
All my friends said they 


knew before I did, but I 
really didn’t. 

“I had counselling a 
few years ago and the 
counsellor really helped 
me understand that I had 
suppressed being gay 
because of the abuse I 
had suffered earlier in 
my life and with the need 
to have that perfect fam¬ 
ily that everyone dreams 
about.” 

Martin joined

and lost 13 stone - drop¬ 
ping from 27 stone to just 
over 14 stone and won 
Mr Sleek UK. 

Martin added: “I’ve 
learnt so much with 
Slimming World.

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The Barry Town United senior team, 

Barry Town United teams 
claim a hat-trick of 
South Wales FA Cup wins 



SATURDAY, May 
4 saw the women 
and girls South 
Wales FA Cup 
finals take place 
at Penybont FC, 
Bridgend with 
Barry Town United 
Ladies represented 
in all three age 
groups for the 
first time in their 
history. 

First up the under-14s 
took on Peneoed Boys 
& Girls Club in what 
proved to be a thriller of 
a eup final. 

Barry had reeently 
secured the league title 
but they missed out on 
a cup competition last 
season with an extra¬ 
time defeat to the same 
opposition in the League 
Cup, so there was plenty 
riding on this fixture. 

Barry took an early 
first half lead when 
Emilie John finished 
off a good move before 
calmly slotting past the 
goalkeeper but the lead 
lasted just 10 minutes as 
Peneoed equalised with 
a shot from the edge of 
the area going in off the 
post. 

The score remained

Captain Caitlin 
Meadows made it 3-0 
before half-time with 
a well-timed header 
from another Hilliard 
comer to give Barry a 
commanding lead. 

The second half fol¬ 
lowed a similar pattern 
and Taite Trivett got in 
on the act to make it 4-0 
to Barry with a calm 
finish. 

Hilliard was involved 
yet again for Barry’s fifh 
goal, striking home a 
well-placed shot to make 
it 5-0 and there was 
time for one more as 
substitute Elen Matthews 
netted late on to round 
off a 6-0 win for Barry 
and complete and 
excellent overall team 
performance.

WITH the new start 
time of 12.30pm, 
Vale CC firsts were 
on the road early 
as they travelled to 
Usk in order to play 
Monkswood. 

Vale expected a tough 
fixture from a team that 
had finished right behind 
Vale in last year’s table. 

New first team captain 
Brendan McCay won the 
toss and elected to bowl. 
Openers Darren Upham 
and Joe Hodges got to 
work on a track that took 
considerable pace off the 
bowling. 

Hodges (2-4) took the 
first of his two wickets 
thanks to a well-taken 
catch from Richie 
Humphreys who waited 
a long time under the 
high ball as it swirled in 
the wind. 

Hodges’ second 
wicket came in the 
fourth over as he bowled 
Monkswood’s captain 
M Jones (8). Upham 
(2-29) then got in on the 
wicket taking action by 
removing the dangerous 
M Watkins (14) as he 
gloved one behind to 
keeper Harry Withers.

Sinnott completed his 
spell with 1 for 65 in his 
8 overs. Vale ended their 
inning with a score of 
246 for 3 and were well 
placed at the tea interval. 

The Blaengarw reply 
started slowly with the 
impressive Matthew 
Gilbert (1 for 16) and 
Tom Lazarus bowling 
consistent tight lines and 
giving the batsmen very 
little to hit. 

The first wicket fell 
in the 14th over where 
Tom Lazams (1 for 22) 
picked up the wicket 
of opener Sinnott for 
15. Tom’s brother Matt 
came on to bowl from 
the pavilion end, and, 
although wicketless, 
bowled seven overs for 
28 and unluckily had two 
dropped catches in the 
same over.

LAST season, Bridgend Athletic 
finished third in National League 
Division One West Central 
behind Maesteg Harlequins and 
Ystalyfera. 

This season, having been moved by the 
WRU to Division One East Central, they 
repeated a third plaeed finish with only 
Glamorgan Wanderers and Rumney above 
them.

Thompson, taking over the reigns from 
previous captain Paul Mason, who enjoyed 
12 successful years at the helm, was 
indebted to his predecessor for a modest 
total of 107 all out after 32 overs of their 
40 over allocation.

The game could have gone either way 
but the visitors held their nerve with some 
superb bowling to leave the home side 
dramatically and frustratingly one run 
short after 40 overs, with two wickets still 
remaining. 

For the buoyant Seasiders, 13-year-old 
Spencer Morgan was inspirational with his 
leg spinners as he weaved his magic to end 
with 2-6 from five superb overs. 

Driscoll took 2-15 from his seven-over 
stint and there was a wicket each for 
Thompson, Richmond and Mason as 
Porthcawl gained an unlikely but brilliant 
success.
